Bpecial Committes of Council Hardly Knows
What to Do with Railroad Ordinanos.

MEMBERS ARE SAID TO LEAN BOTH WAYS

Want to Enconrage the Fort Dodge
& Omaha Road and at the Same
Time Want to Protect Rights of
Property Owners,

The special committee to which was re-
ferred for examination and amendment the
ordinance submitted by the Fort Dodge &
Omaha rallroad, providing for the vacation
of certaln streets, avenues and alleys, has
a8 yet done little or nothing with the mat-
ter, The commitiee has not got together,
and beyond informally discussipng the ques-
tion, the members have reached no decis-

lon as to In what respect the ordinance
|should be amended. Unless the committee
takes some action today, It will not be

ready to report at the adjourned council
meeting tonight. City Attorney Wadsworth

| stated yesterday that he did not belleve that |

| the committee would be prepared to report
|In any event tonight, and that the council
{ meeting would have to be postponed until
it wan,

The committee is In somewhat of a pre-
dicament, and hardly koows what to recoms-
,mend. While on the one hand it realizes
that every enourngement should be given the
Fort Dodge & Omaha road to enter Counoll
Bluffs, and that it should have the same
trackage and depot facilities as the other
ronds, still on the other hand, the mem-
bers of the committes feel that property
owsers In the Immedinte vicinity of the
streets sought to be vacated have rights
which must be protected, and further, that
the city ahould recelve a reasonable con-
| gideration in return for granting the privi-
leges sought by the rallway company.
Commitiee Requireas Certain Thinge.

The committee la in favor of so amending
the ordinance that it will contain a clause
! providing that the rhilway company ahall
in return for the grauting by the olty of
the privileges asked for, agree to spend a
certaln sum of money on A passenger depot,
which will be an oroament to the olty, amd
expend other money in Improvementis of &
Mke nature. It also belleves that before the
¢lty vacates the streets and avenues as asked
for, some provision should be made requir-
ing the railroad company to protect the
crossings at the intervening streets,

As the Formt Dodge & Omaha road ownse
all the lots in the plat of Burket place,
thers oan be no objection to the vacation of
the streets and alleys running through It
Under the law, as it owns all the lots In
the plat, it has the right to vacate the
streets. There I8 little or no opposition to
the vacation of avenues H, I, J and K, as
all these thoroughfares are already closed
at Twelfth street by the yards of the North-
western rallroad. Almost as llttle objection
{s ralsed against the vacation of avenue A
as this thoroughfare west of Thirteenth
strest is practieally closed to trafic by the
tracks of the motor company. The prin-
cipal objection 4o the closing of thia por-
tion of avenus A comes from ¢he Lake
Manawa Rallway cmpany, which clalms cer-
tain franchise rights therein, but it s a
question whether the Manawa company has
not already forfelted whatever rights it may
have held under its franchlse through fall-
ure to extend its line as agreed.

There 1s. however, considerable opposi-
tion to the oity vacating Avenue C, as it
affords a highway for east and west trafic
that {8 valuable becaure the next avenue
north does not run through. It is cxpected
this will be compromieed by the city vacat-
ing Avenue D in place of C. The Fort
Dodge & Omaha road people esay that 1t
i absolutely imperative that one of the
two avenues at this point be vacated so as
to afford them standing room for thelr
frelght tralns. Without one of the avenues
belig vacated the company would all the
time be compelled to cut its tralns In two.

Loocntion of Depots.

The company expeots to bulld its freight
depot facing en Twelfth street so that it
will cover more than a block o length. Its
passenger depot, as aiready noted, will face
on Thirteenth street, with the south end
abutting on Avenue A.

The most strenuous opposition to the
ordinance comes from those property own-
ers who have lots abutting on the avenues
sought to be vacated and In the blocks ad-
joining. They insist that the council should
take no actlon looking to the vacation of
these streets and alleys until o settlement
between them and the rallroad company has
bean reached. The company has acquired
practically all of the property In the blocke
{mmedistely abutting on the avenues sought
to be vacated, but there are fifteen on s0
lots that stlll belong to private parties.
These the owners declare they are perfectly
willing to sell, but that the Fort Dodge
& Omaba rallway people are not willing
to purchase at the price asked.

On the one hand it Is said that the prices
asked are reasonable and on the other the

sinuate that these property owners are
playlng a game of “hold up."

THE

LATE JUDGE ROTHROCK.

Tribute to Wis Charnoter and Life by
n Friend and Associate.

OMAHA, Neb., Jan, 16, 1809.—To the
Edltor of the Bee: Judge James H.
Rothrock of Qedar Rapids, Ia., was strick-
en with death on the evening of lhe
14th of thls month, and I wish to pay to
his life, hie moral and intellectual eminence
as a cltizen and jurist, my homage as a
slight token of his wdrth and muperior at-
tainments In all the departments of duty to
which he was called by his fellow citlzens.

Judge Rothrock's death brings back fresh
in my memory of the past his many public
and private acts, which attest his true no-
bility of character. his Innate devotion to
truth, justice and undimmed Integrity of
PUrpose.

There were no flaws in the moulding of
his moral. Intellectual and personal make-
up. His devotlon to principle and moral
rectitude was without ostentation or Phari-
salsm, but because he had woven into every
fiher of his personamlity & practical and all
absorbing devotlon to what was right, and
his worthy life was a perpetual bepediction,
In private as In his public career.

His domestie Hfe around his home firaside,
with a wife whom he adored and children
whom he loved. mnd for whom he llved and
concentrated his life—the only real relation
of & husband and father that disclosea what
he really ls, because duplicity cannot be guc-
cessfully practiced there by lhusband
and father—he exemplified in the highest
degree his nobleness of character. Can
more than this be said of any man? Leas
than this could not justly be sald of him.
Hie married life was indlasolubly Inter¥oven
with that of his beloved wife, and the two
were one and inseparahle, A few years
ago Mrs, Rothrock dled In southern (Cali-
fornia, and death’'s dart that took her from
him was the same dart that has at last
taken him to her. From that time his mind
and memory' followed her Into the beyond,
where he now has gone to join her In a
bliseful reunion never again to be broken.
His life was the full frultion of the Chris-
tian 1ife, for he fed the hungry, clothed the
naked, visited the sick. and to no one did
he do an Intentional wrong.

Judge Rothrock and myself were hoth
from Ohlo; he from Hillshorough and I
from Bryan, and in the fall of 1860 about the
same tme, landed in Tipton, strangers to
everybody In that little elty and to each
other, both looking for location in which to
practice our profession. The rumblings of
treason in the south absorbed the altention
of everybody, trade and trafMc were para-
lyzed, and nothing but the Impending con-
fiict was thought of or talked of. so we
drifted together and spent that winter in
Tipton, feeling helpless, homeless and
friendless as strangers In a strange land,
among strange people, wilh very limited
means of support, hunting for husiness
when there was no business to be found,
We therefore had nothing to do but to talk
of the future, which seemed dark, gloomy
and unpropitious, The friendship that then
sprung up between us was more than a
friendship on my part, It was an upalloyed
admiration for the beauties of hig charac-
ter. We were both young then, but in all
theae years the attachment then formed, the
admiration 1 then gave to his sterling quali-
tea has never faltered or faded,

We were afterwards agnin brought to-
gether by his belng elected judge of the
old Elghth lowa judicial digtriet, from Tip-
ton, and 1 as district attorney of the same
distriet, from Apamosa, For several yeara
we together traveled the distriet, occupy-
Ing rooms together, in which relation my
admiration for him  became broadened,
widened, deepened and Intensified,

He was a4 most manly man, a perfect gen-
teman, a true friend, an uncompromising
patriot, a devoted husband and father, ever
abounding In truth and justice.

During the thirty-six years of hls judicial
career on the bench no breath of susplelon
was ever ralsed agalngt hls judlelnl honor
and integrity. It could not be, because he
was Intrenched upon the rook of honesty and
uprightness. His decislons while on the su-

| preme bench of that state are guoted with

approval befare all the courts of the land as
models of correcinsse and judiclal learning.
The Bat of ‘fhe Unifed Stuves knows *~whd
and what Judge Rothrock was as & juriet by
his many Incomparable opinions on queations
of publie policy and private rights. This
conid not be otherwise, because his gulding
thought was ever alopg the lines of justice,
truth and righteousness.

In his death we have lost a wise coun-
sellor. a true friend. a just man. an upright

ROOZE IN HONOLULU.

Megnintion of faloons and Licenae;

Home Made and Imported Drinks,

A correspondent of the New York Sun,
writing from Honolulu, U, 8. A., says:

Lincenses to well llquors of all kinds, sa-
loon licenses, In short, are lssued on the pay-
mont of A fee of $1,000 a year In advance.
Saloons must close at 11:40 p, m. and must
not open before 6 a. m. and, ke all other
business houses except restaurants, must
fteep closed all day on Sunday, These re-
quirements are obeerved. There are com-
paritively few commumities in the (slands
large enough to make a saloon under these
conditions profitable, There are fourteen In
Honolulu, isiand of Oahu; one each in La-
haina, Walluku and Kahulul, island of Maul;
thiree I Hilo, one In Hamakua and one In
Kohaln, island of Hawall; twenty-two in all.
The last legislature passed whal ls known
as the light wine and beer act, which au-
thorizea the tssue of not to exceed three I1-
censos, al $260 a wyear, In each Judicial
distriet, to sell Hght wines, beers and nlea
only six daye in the week, between the hours
of Ta m and 8§ p. m.

There are twenty-five judicial districts in
the Islands and an exception was made of
the district which includes Honolulu and
which Is entitled to nine such Heenses, These
llcenses have all been lssued, there being
about three applicants for each. All the
places llcensed have not yet been opened.
At the moat, therefore, there are In  the
islands not to excesl 102 places where Intox-
feating drinks ean be sold. The population
of the Islands Is about 110,000, Including na-
tive Hawnllane, Japanese, Chinese, Portu-
guese, other Europeansg and their descend-
ants, Amerieans and their descendants,

Bofore the advent of the llght wine and
beer saloon the twenty-two full-licensed
galoons were nol the only places where liquor
could be obtalned. Every bathing resort
along the Walhikl beach sold liquld refresh-
ments In a semi-clandestine manner, In
every plantation village and at every sea-
const landing some place could be found
and that without mueh trouble where beer,
usually warm, or a drink of “square face,”
as gin Is colloqulally called, eould be ob-
talned. In addition to all this the Japanese,
of whom thers are between 30.000 and 40.-
000 In the islands, obtained thelr matlonal
beverage, sakl, through certain Japan-
ege  Importers, who distributed It to
their customers In origlnal packages. This
branch of the trafoc was a concesslon partly
by way of compliment to the nation that
wae supplying so large a proportion of the
sugar plantation labor of the islands and
partly because when Hawall was an Inde-
pendent but defenaeleus roverelgnty Japan
kept a man-of-war in Hopolulu harbor,

Still the native Hawailan does not always
go thiraty, Even In the Allce-lu-Wonder-
land country, where beer costs two bits a
glass and the best clgars 6 cents aplece,
he hns always managed to gel some share
of the exhilaration of Intoxication. With
awa (pronounced ah-vah), swipes and
okolehao (oh-koh-ly-how), the 20,000 natlves
who represent the population of 200,000 that
Captain Coock found here when he discovered
the islands 100 years ago, manage to fur-
nish their quota of the drunks who find thelr
way to the courts.

Of theso three kinds of drinks only one,
awa, has any legal standing In the country.
Awa was In use for centiries before the mis-
slonaries came. Tt is the fermented product
of the awa root. The original method of
manufacture was for a family or a company
of friends to sit around a calabash, each
&howing a plece of the root. When mas-
ticated sufficlently It was thrown Into a
calabash and another plece of the root taken
up. When a sufficientquantity had thus heen
prepared, water waa added and it was set
aslde to ferment. It Is eald that this prim-
{tive method bas been generally superseded
by pounding or grinding the root, but of
this no one who has merely used the manu-
factured product {8 qualifled to speak. The
teat of prime quality ls still that one may
drink of It to twenty-four hours’ of un-
consclousness, wake up to seemingly perfect
sobriety end without wswallowing another
drop secure a repetition of the firai effects
by merely taking a cold bath. The trade
in awa root is a licensed monopoly granted
by the government as a means of revenue
and Is now held by Chinese. Anyone may
purchase awa root from a llcensed dealer
and manufacture for his own use. So much
did the misslonary spirit concede Lo
aboriginal habit and custom, and no gov-
ernment in late years has thought It neces-
sary or politic to Interfere with the old ar-
rangement.

Swipes postdate the Christlanization of the
islnnds, 8wipes cause the pollce more
trouble than all other police court faclors
put together., If you ask an experienced
police court magistrate what the atuff is
made of he will reply by asking you what
{t {sn't made of, In Its purest state It I
fermented from taro, rice, bread crust or
anything else that contains starch. But
termentation from asuch materlals is too slow
& process to meet the emergencies In wh'ch
swipes are called on. The native In his do-
mestic and primitive soclal life hasu't the
forethought to set his taro fermenting
against ‘the time when he will be called ou

or provide a luau for his nelghbors who
unexpectedly call. The emergency arlses
and to meet it he goes to some Chinamon
or renegade Hawallan who has descended to
the degradation'of avarice and for a quarter
gets a generous bottle of as vile a com-
pound as ever wrecked a sound constitution
or deranged a nervous system, To & bansis
of fermentel taro has been added keroaene,
cayenne pepper, fusel oll and methylated
spirits, till an oblivion of Intellect, accom-
panied by manlacal combativeness, quickly
follows fits use, It I8 a most disastrous
drink, as many of the soldlers who stopped
here on their way to Manlla and accepted
the hospitality of chance natlve Hawallan
acqualntance found to thelr sorrow. Bwipes
have no legal standing except the inevitable
certalnty of a fine in the police court fol-

lowing their use. Thelr manufacture and
sale are strictly prohlbited by law,
There Is not a Hawallan, natlve or

“haole,” who does not warm with pride in
okolehao. It |s the one indigenous liquor
of which he can be proud. His feeling for
it is llke that of the Kentuckian for whisky.
When properly made, and It Is only when
properly made that it s okolebao, It is the
purest of intoxicants, and freest from other
and 111 effents. It I8 the typlcal Hawallan
product, and the one oftenest taken abroad
by traveling lslanders as the exemplar of
the perfection attalnable In this paradise of
the Pacific, Awards from the Columblan

Frult Is chiefly water, the amount of nu=
trient materlal It contalns varylng from
b to 8 or 10 par cont In mout fruits, risihg toa
high figure only in dried frults, such as irled
grapes, pruncs, datesg, ete, The writer has
succoeded In reducing excessive welght In
the most satisfactory manner by presoribing
a diet conslating nlmaost exclusively of
griapes, allowing only a small bit of thors
oughly dried bread or zwleback In connec'lon
with the fruit, In some cases the frult
may «be allowed as often as three or four
times & day, If necessary to reliseve an vos
eomfortable sensation of emptihess

In fevera, fruits, especinlly In the form
of frult julees, are a4 most convenlent und
certalnly the most appropriate of all fools.
It I8 now almost universally recognized
that beef tea and meat preparations of all
sorts should be wholly preseribed In cases
of fover, as the patient I8 already suffering
from the accumulation of waste matiers
to such a degree that the addition of oven
the emall amount contalned in beef ten
or a small plece of meat may be sufMelent
to give rige 1o an exacerbation of the disease

and lessen the patient's chances of recovs
ery,
